The Fall 08 ICS Internship covered five different parts of the world. The first few days 
were in Europe focused on France visiting churches, sharing in worship and learning 
from missionaries/pastors about reaching the secular French in a post-Christian era. 

The group traveled through Belgium and the Netherlands to fly to Israel. There for a 
week and a half we experienced Palestinian Christian hospitality and shared in several 
ministries. From there we moved to Tel Aviv to work with Messianic believers for an¬ 
other week and a half. When we left Israel, we traveled through Jordan and Bahrain to 
Bangkok to teach English at the Santisuk English School and working with the Santisuk 
Community Church. Because of public demonstrations against the government at the 
airport, we flew out of Utapao (a former American military base from the Vietnam War 
days) to Tokyo via Malaysia. In Japan we ministered in a mountain resort in a Christ¬ 
mas outreach to the community and saw 4 people made decisions to follow Jesus. Our 
last leg was a rustic camp on the north shore of Oahu for a time to debriefing as we 
looked at what God taught us over our 9 weeks of internship. We were led in debrief¬ 
ing by Rev. Phil Bjorklund of World Venture, a graduate of Northwestern College and 
former missionary to Rwanda.

Communications imitates Christ in a very 
unique way Dr. Kowalik is a member of the 
Christian Motorcyclists Association (CMA). 

I CMA is a worldwide ministry dedicated to 

reaching people for Christ in the highways and 
byways through the avenue of motorcycling.

Christian influence.” At the Sturgis, S.D. Rally 
in August, the largest motorcycle gathering 
event in the world, Kowalik and many other 
members of CMA were out on the street 
witnessing and passing out Rag Tracts. Dr. 
Kowalik also belongs to the BMW Motorcycle 

i Club since he rides a BMW K1200LT tour¬ 
ing motorcycle.

at Northwestern is involved with many things out¬ 
side of N WC. Ann received her M.F.A. in Film from 
Columbia University. During her time in New York 
City, she received a New York Women in Film nomi¬ 
nation and a Directing the Actors Fellowship from 
Columbia University. After returning to the Twin 
Cities, she and two other local filmmakers founded 
Story Board. This nonprofit organization provides 
educational programs for student filmmakers and 
support for independent film. Ann said, “Up until 
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Dr. Seever’s has been a swimmer since he was eight, and a fairly recently, the film industry was mostly for the 



elite and wealthy. Due to our technology, 
anyone can tell visual stories. This nonprofit focuses 
on teaching and mentoring high schoolers in the 
filmmaking medium so that all students can learn the 
art and craft of filmmaking.

My Director of Photography was 
a Christian. We began all of our breakfast meetings 
in prayer. Entering production with a unity of vision 
and spirit was a deep blessing. I hope and pray for 
the opportunity to shoot another movie with him 
and other believers. 


distance runner since junior high school. He began doing 
marathons in high school, and has run fourteen in total so far. 
Dr Seever’s said, “I try to remember that I am God’s ambas¬ 
sador, and I try to remember to represent him well in whatev¬ 
er I do. I also pray for chances to show and speak about God. 
I find that long races like marathons and triathlons are also 
good times for witnessing, because fellow athletes are often 
interested in talking with fellow participants to help the time 
and the miles pass”. Dr. Seever’s describes the first marathon 
he ran in Israel that provided an interesting opportunity for 
witnessing in a society that is often not veiy open to hear¬ 
ing about Jesus. “A fellow believer and I wanted to run in a 
marathon in Israel, and we had t-shirts printed that read 
T believe in Jesus’ in Hebrew. When we were getting the 
shirts printed up before the race, it led to a conversation with 
the husband and wife that ran the t-shirt shop. Both were 
Israelis. It turned out that the woman had become a believer 
from watching Christian television, but did not know that 
other Jews had die same faith. We put her in contact with 
fellow Jewish believers, and she began to grow. Her husband 
wasn’t a believer at the time, but over the next year or so 
he went from suspicious and antagonistic to open, and then 
accepted Christ. A few years later he commented to me that 
buying those shirts “opened die door” for them as a couple,

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Dr Jason DcRouchic is a man who will be missed at 
Northwestern. Dr.D as students call him, started at 
N WC during the summer of 2005 just after lie finished 
completing his Ph.D. in Old Testament Literature and 
serving as an associate pastor for 4 years. He has taught 
in many different areas at N WC such as traditional day 
school, Focus classes and masters courses. Dr, DeR- 
ouchie attended Taylor University and received his 
BA in Biblical Studies. He received his masters from 
Gordon-Comvell Theologically Seminary where he got 
his M.Div: and his Doctorate at The Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary with a Fh.D, in OT literature.
